REGULAR CROP REPORT 


General—In the Prairie Provinces, 
despite the fact that prospective yields 
and grades of grain have been serious- 
ly lowered by extreme heat and drouth 
crops over large portions of both Sas- 
katchewand and Alberta continue pro- 
mising and wheat yields generally in 
Manitoba will be fairly satisfactory. 
In the latter province harvesting is 
well advanced and in Saskatchewan 
and southern Alberta cutting is fairly 
general. Good rains in Manitoba and 
showers over most of Saskatchewan 
have delayed operations, but moisture 
has been beneficial to late sown grains 
and pastures. Little precipitation has 
occurred in Alberta, and crops in cen- 
tral and northern districts would bene- 
fit from heavy rains, In Quebec Pro- 
vince grain, root and fruit crops have 
benefited by from good growing wea- 
ther and all are giving satisfactory 
promise. Grain cutting is now well un- 
der way. In Ontario harvesting is well 
advanced in most sections and average 
yields of the main crops are in pros- 
pect. In the Maritime Provinces crops 
in general show good promise, weather 
and moisture conditions having con- 
tinued favourable for growth. In Bri- 
tish Columbla crop yields of grains 
and tree fruits ,jthough in various 
areas without irrigation water, rain is 
urgently needed. Harvesting of grain 
will be.in full swing in a few days’ 
time. 

Alberta—Cooler weather has halted 
deterioration, but late sown crops need 
rain urgently. Wheat is ripening pre- 
maturely and not fiilling normally. 
Harvesting has commenced in the 
south and will be general over the 
Province next week. Yields and grades 
will vary widely, but the total wheat 
crop is expected to be about average. 
Coarse grains will be light. Southern 
pastures are in fair condition, 
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JASPER-BANFF HIGHWAY TO 
BE COMPLETED THIS YEAR 


Hundreds have motored this sum- 
mer over the completed section of the 
Jasper-Banff Highway to the edge of 
the Columbia Icefields. 

Nearly 70 miles of the most awe- 
inspiring scenery in the Rockies is en- 
joyed along this route. From the town 
of Jasper all the way to the Athabas- 
ca Glacier, which is the second largest 
ice river flowing from the _icefields, 
the grandeur of the mountain range 
is breath-taking, 

By late autumn the last unfinished 
section of this inter-park highway will 
be completed and the formal opening 
will take place early in June of next 
year, Even now, many are passing 
over the route, using horses over the 
uncompleted section. 

The climax of the entire 147 miles 
is the Columbia Icefields, until a few 
years ago almost unknown except to 
the comparatively few who had the 
time to spend a week with pack train 
to reach it, 

Now in only a few hours from Jas- 
per it is possible to reach the very 
edge of the perpetual ice, which has 
held in its grasp great mountain 
ranges and peaks ten thousand feet 
high, ever since the last ice age cov- 
ered this section and a good portion 
of the continent with a great ice blan- 
ket, In fact, the Columbia Icefields is 
the largest deposit of glacial ice south 
of the Arctic circle, 

When the Jasper-Banff Highway 
was first projected, it was thought 
to be an almost impossible dream, for 
many obstacles lay along the route. 
These have been overcome by the con- 
struction crews, and a thrilling scenic 
highway second to none in the world 
is soon to be added to Alberta’s great 
tourist attractions, 

Gangs of men are even now at work 
in the difficult region near the head- 
waters of the Saskatchewan, bridging 
deep canyons and taking the highway 
up along high mountain sides to give 
all motorists some of the finest pano- 
ramic views of miles of snow capped 
mountain ranges to be found  any- 
where, 

When this highway is opened next 
summer, it will give everyone a fine 
circle tour, Calgary, Banff, Lake Lou- 
ise, Jasper, Edmonton and back to 
Carbon, A diversified and comprehen- 
sive view of the entire province will 
result,

It is now 17 years since insulin 
| was first used clinically but in spite 
of its world-wide fame, few persons, 
even in Canada, have ever heard that 
the discovery of Sir Frederick Bant- 
ing and Dr. Best is protected by a 
basic patent. The Toronto scientists 
gave their secret of insulin to the 
world after securing a patent to pro- 
| tect the public. 

| This fact and also the story be- 
hind a patent of a machine to re- 
duce and prevent silicosis were re- 
cently revealed at a conference on 
medical patents conducted by the 
American. Medical Association at 
Chicago. 

During the discussion, F. Lorne 
Hutchison, Toronto, Comptroller of 
the Connaught Laboratories and 
Executive Secretary of the Insulin 
Committee, University of Toronto, 
pointed out that though the need of 
protection through patenting was not 
frequent, the case of insulin was one 
example which did demonstrate that 
need. 

Recalling that insulin had been 
used clinically in 1922 for the first 
time, he said, “There was no desire 
whatever on the part of Banting and 
Best, their colleagues or the Uni- 
| versity of Toronto to take a patent 
on insulin, Furthermore, we had not 
,heard of patent pirates because un- 
der our law patent piracy is, I think, 
not possible, although of that I am 
not sure. But it was brought home 
to Banting and Best and their col- 
leagues that, though insulin was only 
in the initial stages of its develop- 
ment and had not been perfected for 
clinical use, it was obvious not only 
that there would be great and urgent 
demand for the product but also 
that some material improvement in 
the product would probably be made 
quite soon, which improvement might 
be made outside the university by 
some party actuated by profit 
motives who might obtain a patent 
that could be adminisered purely for 
his own benefit or the benefit of his 
company, were the University of 
Toronto not to obtain a basic patent 
to which improvement patents would 
be subsidiary, 
| “Fear of he dangers of such a de- 
‘velopment proved within a_ few 
,months to have been warranted. A 
material improvement in the process 
| of preparing insulin was discovered. 
As this improved process was patent- 
able, it could have developed that the 
whole world would have had to pay 
excessive tribute to the inventor of 
this process had there not been a 
basic patent standing in the way, and 
had our necks not been saved by a 
happy combination of other fortun- 
,ate circumstances. It was only in 
| these circumstances that it proved - 
possible to avoid dangers which were 
originally feared and which easily 
might have actually materialized 
within a year of the first clinical use 
of insulin. 

“As you can imagine, in the years 
following 1922 there were plenty of 
patentable discoveries made &t the 
University of Toronto. It was not, 
however, until 12 years later that 
another patent was taken by the Uni- 
versity. Whereas the insulin patent 
!had two raisons d'etre, namely pro- 
tection and control, this second 

patent was taken only for purposes 
of protection. It related to a ma- 
| chine which at that time looked valu- 
| able for use in reducing’ and prevent- 
| ing the incidence of silicosis in mines. 
| Obviously, this machine might read- 
| Hy have been improved by some one 
| who might take a patent on the im- 


|provement and collect excessive 
| royalties from it, The University, in 
these circumstances, was advised 


that, as there might be a demand for 
| this machine in all countries where 
|there were gold mines, a _ patent 
| should be taken in order to prevent 
any one from levying excessive tri- 
| bute from either slight or material 
| improvement of the machine. A basic 
| patent was therefore obtained for 
dedication to the public through the 
offices of the Ontario Mining Associa- 
| tion, which was willing to make 
rights to its use free to any proper 
person in the world who wished to 
use it.”

COMMISSION DID 
NOT FAVOR THE 
PALESTINE PLAN

make Palestine an independent Arab- 
Jewish state. 

The commission's report was con- 
sidered a first-round victory for the 
World Zionist congress here, in 
fight for a Jewish national home in 
the Holy Land. 

Reporting to the League of Na- 
tions council, the seven members of 
the mandates commission agreed 
unanimously the new British policy 
put forth in the May 17 white paper 
was a complete reversal of the usual 
interpretation of the Briish mandate. 

Four of the seven said flatly they 
could not sanction such a change in 
policy involving limiting Jewish im- 
migration to the Holy Land. 

The other three, however, declared 
they considered the change justified 
by the Palestine situation. 

Because of this split, the commis- 


sion passed to the League council 
meeting next month the decision to. 


approve or disapprove of the plan, 
The three who supported the Bri- 
tish position were a 
Frenchman and a Portugese. 
The four commissioners against it 


were nationals of Switzerland, Bel-| 


gium, Norway and The Netherlands. 

The members serve as_ individuals 
and not as representatives of their 
countries. Britain administers Pal- 
estine under a League mandate and 
the League must sanction any change 
in its terms. 

London.—Colonial Secretary Mal- 
colm MacDonald disclosed he would 
go before the League of Nations 
council in Geneva next month to seek 
approval for the British Palestine 
plan which the permanent mandates 
commission refused to approve. 

Government circles seemed not 
greatly disturbed over the commis- 
sion’s refusal although it was admit- 
ted this was the first time there had 
been such a divided opinion on any 
major question. 

Other quarters indicated approval 
of the policy requires unanimous con- 
sent of the League council and that, 
judging by the way the mandates 
commission reacted, this might be 
difficult to achieve. . 


Will Exchange Programs 


More Co-operation In Radio Work 
Between Canada And Britain 
New York.—A “new co-operation” 
between the Canadian and British 
broadcasting corporations was an- 
nounced by Major W. E. Gladstone 
Murray, general manager of the 


CBC, on his arrival here from Lon- 


don. 

As a result of the ‘‘very favorable 
publicity’ Canada received in the 
United Kingdom through the royal 
visit, the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation will send an increasing 
number of radio programs “of a na- 
tional character’ to British wireless 
listeners, Major Murray said. 

Major Murray, who arrived aboard 
Pan-America’s Dixie Clipper from an 
extended visit in Great’ Britain 
where he conferred with British 
Broadcasting Company officials, said 
the BBC will reciprocate with a 
series of programs specially designed 
for Canadian interest. These pro- 
grams, of various character, will 
start in September. 

“This marks the beginning of a 
new co-operation between Canadian 
and British broadcasting systems,” 
said Major Murray.

Supreme Court Decision 


Recent Ruling Says Farm 


Applies To Corporation 


Act 


Saskatoon.—-Rulings by the Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan authorities 
that a corporation does not qualify 


as a ‘farmer’ under the Farmers’ 
Crediters’ Arrangement Act, and 
therefore was not entitled to bene- 


fits under this act were nullified by a 
recent decision of the supreme court 
of Canada, according to the Canada 
law reports which arrived in Saska- 
toon. 

The Saskatchewan board of review 


and the Manitoba court of appeal 
hitherto ruled that a farmer who 
transferred his affairs to a limited 
company lost the right to apply for 
benefits of the act. In brief, these 
bodies decreed that a corporation 


was not a “farmer”, 

By the decision of the supreme 
court of Canada the definition of 
“farmer” under the act was extend- 
ed so that a corporation may be a 
“farmer”. 

The supreme court ruled in an ap- 
peal from a decision of Manitoba ap- 
peal court that the Barickman Hut-

Governor-General For Assistance 
Lora trweedsmuir has agreed to 


assist Indians of the Cree reservation 
at The Pas, Man.,, in obtaining a copy 
of the treaty between Queen Victoria 
and the Indian chiefs of Canada and 
also has promised to support their 
plea to the Dominion government for 
farming implements. 

The Governor-General heard these 
requests from Chief Louis McGilliv- 
ray when he visited the reserve at 
The Pas, Man., accompanied by his 
son, Hon, John Buchan. 

“It should not be hard to get a 
copy of the parchment,” Lord 
Tweedsmuir told a delegation of 15 
Indians headed by Chief McGillivray. 
He pledged consideration of the In- 
dians’ request that the government 
encourage them in farming by pro- 
viding implements. 


Delighted grins broke out 
stolid faces of the assembly when 


the Governor-General, — remarking 
that he, too, was a Cree Indian chief 
attempted to pronounce his tribal 
name. In English the name means 
“The Teller of Tales”. 

After a few unsuccessful efforts to 
enunciate the clucking = syllables, 
Lord Tweedsmuir turned to his son 
for assistance.

} in town or country who have not some 
link with the local cemetery, and value

When people who believe they owe 
the home town nothing, make out a 
substantial money order to some mail 
order house with which they deal, 
| they should ask themselves, “What do 
these dealers mean to this community.
